onomists  took  this  as  a  sign  that  the  long¬ 
ed  turnabout  in  trade  accounts  from  a  declin- 
ilollar  may  have  finally  begun,  and  that  it 


started  weeks  before  the  Oct.  19  stock  market  col¬ 
lapse. 

A  lower-valued  dollar  makes  imports  more  ex¬ 
pensive  and  U.S.  goods  more  competitive  abroad. 
However,  in  the  past  the  decline  in  the  dollar 
against  other  major  currencies  —  more  than  40 
percent  since  mid-1985  had  shown  little  direct  im¬ 
pact  on  the  monthly  trade  figures. 

“Two  and  a  half  years  after  the  dollar  peaked,  we 
are  finally  seeing  an  effect  on  both  imports  and 
exports,”  said  Robert  Wescott,  chief  economist  for 
Alphametrics,  a  Philadelphia  forecasting  service. 

Last  month’s  disappointing  report  on  the  August 
trade  deficit,  which  showed  a  smaller-than-antici- 
pated  improvement  from  the  $16.5  billion  shortfall 
in  July,  has  been  widely  cited  as  one  of  the  factors 
that  helped  trigger  the  stock  market  collapse. 

White  House  spokesman  Marlin  Fitzwater  said 
the  new  figures  were  “especially  encouraging”  be¬ 
cause  they  included  a  gain  in  the  export  of  manufac¬ 
tured  goods.  “These  numbers  should  be  received 
well,”  he  said. 

The  trade  report,  the  best  since  a  $14  billion 
deficit  in  May,  showed  an  improvement  with  all  of 
the  nation’s  major  trading  partners  except  Canada. 


Imports  declined  to  $35.1  billion  from  $35.9  bil¬ 
lion  in  August,  while  exports  rose  over  the  same 
period  from  $20.2  billion  to  $21  billion. 

Imports  of  petroleum  products  dropped  to  $3.9 
billion  from  $4.7  billion  in  August.  Oil  prices  are 
not  directly  affected  by  changes  in  the  value  of  the 
dollar  because  oil  is  sold  in  international  markets 
for  dollars. 

But  imports  of  manufactured  goods,  which  are 
sensitive  to  dollar  fluctuations,  fell  to  $26.6  billion, 
down  from  $26.9  billion.  Exports  of  U.S. -manufac¬ 
tured  goods,  meanwhile,  were  up  $1.1  billion  to 
$14.8  billion. 

Analysts  cautioned  against  reading  too  much 
into  a  single  month’s  figures.  And,  for  the  first  nine 
months  of  1987,  the  trade  deficit  was  still  amassing 
at  an  annual  rate  of  $166.9  billion,  larger  than  the 
record  $156.2  billion  deficit  in  1986. 

The  U.S.  deficit  with  Japan  decreased  to  $4.6 
billion  from  $4.9  billion  in  August.  The  trade  short¬ 
fall  with  Western  Europe  also  fell  to  $1.7  billion 
from  $2.5  billion:

“the  most  troublesome  thing  to  me 
are  the  75  to  100  questions  at  the  end 
of  the  questionnaire  about  interper¬ 
sonal  family  relationships. 

“I  just  think  we’re  asking  for  a  lot  of 
information  that  we  can’t  use.” 

The  survey  was  written  by  Chris 
Wallace  and  Joseph  Olsen,  who  work 
as  consultants  in  the  Office  of  Legisla¬ 
tive  Research,  said  Sen.  Stephen  J. 
Rees,  R-Utah,  chairman  of  the  Gov¬ 
ernor’s  Task  Force  on  Teenage  Preg¬ 
nancy  Prevention. 

The  two  BYU  graduate  students 
incorporated  input  from  the  11  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  task  force  and  came  up 
with  a  comprehensive  questionnaire, 
according  to  Rees. 

“We  feel  like  we  need  to  under¬ 
stand  the  problem,  understand  the 
values  that  kids  have  and  where 
they’re  coming  from,”  he  said.  “We 
feel  it’s  important  to  have  current, 
up-to-date  information  to  base  our 
program  on. 

“The  objective  of  the  task  force  is  to

nancial  aid  for  education.  He  men¬ 
tioned  that  the  Gramm-Rudman- 
Hollings  Act  will  reduce  federal 
expenditures  by  at  least  $23  billion. 

“We  have  not  calculated  (the  im¬ 
pact  of  reductions)  in  any  of  our  bud¬ 
get  preparations,”  Bangerter  said. 

He  reminded  the  educators  that  the 
state  has  been  reallocating  funds  from 
other  programs  to  raise  the  level  of 
funding  for  education. 

“We’ve  reallocated  ...  to  enhance 
education  funding  from  52  to  70  per¬ 
cent  of  the  operating  budget  over  the 
last  three  budgets,”  Bangerter  said. 

The  governor  also  said  that  demo¬ 
graphics  has  a  great  influence  on  edu¬ 
cational  needs  in  Utah.  He  cited 
statistics  showing  Utah  currently  has 
52  school-age  children  for  every  100 
adults  under  age  65,  while  the  na¬ 
tional  average  was  30  children  per  100 
adults.  This  represents  a  23  percent 
increase  since  1980,  he  added. 

“Tax  protesters  are  a  real  force,” 
said  Bangerter.  “I  think  they  are  well 
meaning  but  misinformed.” 

Legislators  have  a  numbers  game 


to  deal  with  here  in  Utah.  “From  the 
numbers  I’ve  seen,  we  are  within  the 
top  eight  states  in  the  country  (eco¬ 
nomically).  We  just  have  this  formula 
situation  where  we  have  so  many  peo¬ 
ple  to  educate  that  it  eats  up  much  of 
that  money.” 

Bangerter  said  that  high  taxes  may 
worry  some  potential  employers  look¬ 
ing  to  locate  in  Utah.  “If  you  look  at 
our  tax  structure, 
it  must  be  con¬ 
ceded  that  we  are 
above  the  aver¬ 
age.  That’s  be¬ 
cause  of  our  kids.” 

To  show  the 
other  side  of  the 
coin,  Bangerter 
related  an  inci¬ 
dent  in  which  he 
recently  spoke 
with  a  high  official 
of  a  local  business  firm.  The  governor 
was  concerned  about  rumors  that  the 
firm  might  relocate. 

Bangerter  said  the  official  reported 
the  firm  had  not  planned  to  move  but 
instead  was  planning  expansion,  since 
Utahns  are  a  more  productive  work 
force  than  in  other  areas. 

The  governor  said  that  in  spite  of  an 
economically  challenging  year,  “I  re¬ 
main  optimistic  about  the  future  of 
education.” 

Recently,  he  assigned  two  commit¬ 
tees  to  determine  methods  by  which 
schools  could  make  resources  go  fur¬ 
ther.  Of  these  suggestions  made  by 
these  committees,  one  idea  has  inter¬ 
ested  the  governor  most.  “We  are 
thinking  of  implementing  block  grant 
funding,”  said  Bangerter. 

This  would  mean  certain  school  dis¬ 
tricts  would  be  granted  their  funding 
in  one  block  amount  for  the  districts 
to  allocate  as  efficiently  as  possible. 
According  to  the  School  Finance  In¬ 
centives  Committee,  this  would  allow 
for  greater  efficiency  of  allocation 
than  the  current  system  of  legislative 
mandate.

North  Orem  residents  will  no 
longer  be  plagued  by  flooding  from 
runoff  on  Mt.  Timpanogos,  according 
to  an  Orem  City  official. 

Jack  Jones,  director  of  public 
works,  said  a  $85,000  dam  and  reten¬ 
tion  basin  has  been  completed  at  the 
mouth  of  Dry  Canyon  to  temporarily 
hold  water  which  has  run  freely  off 
the  mountain  since  a  fire  destroyed 
shrubs  and  ground  cover. 

The  250-foot  by  550-foot  basin  will 
hold  approximately  five  million  gal¬ 
lons  of  water,  or  the  amount  of  water 
in  Orem’s  three  storage  tanks.  The 
dam  is  15  feet  high  and  230  feet  long, 
Jones  said. 

The  basin  has  a  24-inch  outlet  pipe 
which  is  open  continually,  so  the  basin 
does  not  usually  fill.  “I  doubt  if  water 
will  ever  go  over  the  top  of  the  dam,” 
said  Jones. 

“We  never  had  a  problem  until  that 
fire  occurred,”  he  said.  After  the 
flood,  Heatheridge  Subdivision  in 
north  Orem  flooded  after  each  rain¬ 
storm. 

According  to  Paul  Skabelund,  a 
Uinta  National  Forest  Service  water¬ 
shed  specialist,  Orem  City  worked 
with  Uinta  National  Forest  Service 
personnel  to  build  the  dam  and  basin. 
It  is  built  as  a  temporary  protection, 
until  it’s  determined  that  the  water¬ 
shed  has  returned  to  normal,  he  said. 

Approximately  $1  million  worth  of 
homes  and  a  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints  chapel  were  in  dan¬ 
ger  of  being  flooded  in  north  Orem 
after  the. fire,  he  said. 

Skabelund  said  Heatheridge  Subdi¬ 
vision  is  built  on  a  flood  plain  which  is 
not  a  safe  place  to  build.  “I  wondered 
why  people  were  building  on  a  flood 
plain,  but  I  wasn’t  in  a  position  to  do 
anything  about  it.  It  was  a  place  I 
wouldn’t  have  build  a  house  myself,” 
he  said. 


Houses  in  Rock  Canyon  in  Provo 
are  also  in  jeopardy,  Skabelund  said. 
“People  should  have  flood  insurance  if 
they’re  going  to  build  in  those  loca¬ 
tions. 

“Right  now  the  federal  government 
is  discouraging  people  from  building 
on  flood  plains,”  he  said.  When  some¬ 
thing  like  the  fire  and  flooding  occurs, 
the  government  has  to  pay.  “The  fire 
will  cost  close  to  half  a  million  dollars 
before  it’s  all  over,”  Skabelund  said. 

According  to  Brian  Brady,  an  offi¬ 
cial  of  the  Soil  Conservation  Service, 
federal  emergency  watershed  money 
came  from  the  Soil  Conservation  Ser¬ 
vice  to  the  Uinta  National  Forest  Ser¬ 
vice  to  pay  for  the  project. 

Skabelund  said  the  burned  area  on 
the  mountain  was  reseeded  by  heli¬ 
copter  with  eight  tons  of  alfalfa, 
clover  and  grass  seed,  costing 
$35,000.  The  operation  was  begun  on 
Sept.  28,  but  temporarily  delayed 
when  the  seeder  was  accidentally 
dropped  from  the  helicopter  after  a 
wrong  button  was  pushed.  Seeding 
was  finished  on  Oct.  2,  he  said. 

Approximately  1,100  acres  were 
reseeded.  Twelve  hundred  and  sev¬ 
enty  acres  were  burned  in  the  fire. 
Skabelund  said  some  of  the  north-face 
of  the  slope  was  not  reseeded  because 
it  wasn’t  damaged  too  badly. 

Utah  Division  of  Wildlife  Re¬ 
sources  personnel  chained  approxi¬ 
mately  300  acres  of  the  area  that  have 
a  gentle  slope,  using  two  tractors 
with  a  chain  between  them,  to  try  and 
cover  the  seed  and  keep  it  from  blow¬ 
ing  or  washing  away,  said  Skabelund. 

“What  you  see  up  there  now  is 
mostly  the  oak  brush  starting  to 
sprout  and  some  of  the  native  grass. 
If  you  get  up  close,  there  is  still  a  lot  of 
bare  ground,”  he  said. 

Skabelund  said  water  from  a  storm 
on  Oct.  13  filled  the  retention  basin, 
although  it  was  not  completed  at  the 
time.  “It  probably  prevented  addi¬ 
tional  damage  in  Orem,”  he  said.

conomist  urges  Third  World  help

fhile  the  United  Nations  predicts 
pating  and  declining  economies  in 
underdeveloped  countries  in  an 
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economic  forecast,  a  BYU  economist 
advises  a  need  for  entrepreneurship 
and  private  investment  in  the  Third 
World. 

“I  believe  that  we  ought  to  be  work¬ 
ing  around  the  world  to  eradicate 
trade  barriers,  to  stimulate  the 
economies  of  the  Third  World,”  said 
B.  Delworth  Gardner,  BYU  profes¬ 
sor  of  economics. 

According  to  the  U.N.  report, 
Third  World  economies  are  expected 
to  grow  at  a  rate  of  about  2.7  percent 
in  1987  and  1988,  the  same  as  in  1986. 

Gardner  said  the  massive  foreign 
aid  and  expenditures  contributed  by 
the  Western  democracies  have  done 
little  to  help  local  economies. 

Instead,  they  weaken  develop¬ 
ment,  capital  formation  and  the  de¬ 
velopment  of  markets  in  these  coun¬ 
tries. 

“It  would  be  more  helpful  to  push 
economic  development  in  these  coun¬ 
tries.  We  have  to  rely  on  multi-na¬ 
tional  corporations  that  have  moved 
their  operations  there  (underdevel¬ 
oped  nations)  to  take  advantage  of 
low  cost  in  production  in  these  areas,” 
said  Gardner. 

He  said  “the  record  of  foreign  aid  is 
not  very  encouraging  in  terms  of  in¬ 
creasing  economic  wealth  in  the  Third 
World;  Private  market  activity  has 
been  more  favorable,  especially  in 
Asia.” 

The  U.N.  Secretariat’s  outlook 
sees  little  hope  of  relief  for  Third 


World  debtor  nations,  saying  debt 
will  continue  to  be  excessive  for  many 
developing  countries  until  the  early 
1990s. 

“The  big  American  banks  have 
taken  some  preliminary  steps  to  liti¬ 
gate  the  damage  (to  the  American 
economy)  by  simply  writing  off  some 
of  these  loans  because  they  don’t 
think  they  will  be  paid  back  in  dollars, 
as  was  agreed,”  said  Gardner. 

“But  what  the  American  banks 
want  is  equity  in  the  countries  that 
have  the  debt. 

“It  remains  to  be  seen  whether  the 
Brazilians  or  Mexicans  will  turn  over 
equity  in  their  economies  and  busi¬ 
ness  to  the  American  banks  in  repay¬ 
ment  for  these  loans,”  said  Gardner. 

He  said  many  people  think  “the 
crush  of  the  stock  market  is  the  first 
indication  that  we  are  slipping  into  a 
recession.” 

Gardner  went  on  to  say  the  eco¬ 
nomic  implications  of  the  stock  mar¬ 
ket  have  had  world-wide  impact. 

While  New  York  is  thousands  of 
miles  away  from  Mexico,  the  eco¬ 
nomic  impact  of  the  crash  has  been 
felt  south  of  the  border,  especially  in 
the  tourist  industry,  said  Juan  Jose 
Bravo  Medina,  a  Mexico  City  travel 
agent. 

“Nobody  has  felt  it  here  (the  crash 
of  the  stock  market)  more  than  the 
tourist  industry  by  the  decline  of 
tourist  flow  from  the  United  States,” 
said  Medina.

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Ortega  has  a  'concrete'  cease-fire  plan 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Nicaraguan  President  Daniel  Ortega,  after  talks 
with  House  speaker  Jim  Wright,  said  Thursday  he  has  come  up  with  a 
“concrete  proposal”  for  achieving  a  cease-fire  with  the  Contra  rebels. 

Ortega,  here  for  a  meeting  of  the  Organization  of  American  States,  told 
reporters  he  will  announce  his  plan  on  F riday. 

There  were  stong  hints  that  the  proposal  would  include  a  role  for  Wright  in 
the  efforts  to  reach  a  cease-fire,  but  Ortega  said  he  could  not  provide  details 
because  “we’re  still  refining  all  of  this.” 

As  Ortega  spoke,  Nicaraguan  Cardinal  Miguel  Obando  y  Bravo,  who  has 
been  designated  intermediary  in  pending  cease-fire  talks  between  the  Sandin- 
ista  forces  and  the  Contras,  was  heading  for  Washington  and  was  expected  to 
take  part  in  the  Friday  announcement. 

Congressional  sources  said  last  week  that  Wright  had  declined  an  offer  to 
serve  as  a  cease-fire  intermediary  between  the  Sandinistas  and  the  Contras 
because  he  did  not  have  the  time  and  felt  that  such  a  role  was  inappropriate  for 
someone  outside  of  Central  America. 

But  meetings  Wednesday  and  Thursday  between  Wright,  D-Texas,  and 
Ortega  left  the  impression  that  the  speaker  may  have  agreed  to  play  a  role  in 
the  cease-fire  efforts. 

Last  week,  Wright  said  he  might  be  willing  to  send  a  congressional  delega¬ 
tion  to  Nicaragua  to  verify  the  cease-fire. 

Kennedy  wins  support  from  Jesse  Helms 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Supreme  Court  nominee  Anthony  M.  Kennedy 
won  the  support  of  former  opponent  Jesse  Helms  Thursday  in  a  day  of  White 
House  peacemaking  sessions,  free  of  the  bitterness  that  followed  President 
Reagan’s  previous  two  nominations. 

“I  think  he’ll  make  a  fine  member  of  the  Supreme  Court,”  Helms,  R-N.C., 
an  outspoken  member  of  the  Senate’s  conservative  wing,  told  reporters  after 
meeting  separately  with  Reagan  and  with  the  federal  appellate  judge. 

Late  last  month,  after  the  Senate  voted  down  Reagan  nominee  Robert  H. 
Bork,  Kennedy  was  considered  the  front-runner  for  the  court  vacancy  until 
Helms  said  there  was  no  way  he  would  support  a  Kennedy  nomination  and 
other  conservatives  also  indicated  displeasure.  Reagan  then  nominated  Dou¬ 
glas  H.  Ginsburg,  who  withdrew  last  weekend  after  admitting  past  marijuana 
use. 

The  president  also  met  with  Democrat  J oseph  R .  Biden  Jr. ,  chairman  of  the 
Judiciary  Committee,  as  Kennedy  made  courtesy  calls  on  senators. 

Storm  Thursday  plagues  Boston  area 

BOSTON  (AP)  —  Near-blizzard  conditions  plagued  the  Boston  area  on 
Thursday,  dumping  up  to  a  foot  of  snow  and  closing  Logan  Airport,  but  sun 
and  seasonable  temperatures  melted  the  snow  piled  up  elsewhere  by  back-to- 
back  storms  blamed  for  20  deaths. 

Among  the  victims  of  the  blustery  storms  was  a  5-month-old  boy  who  died 
Thursday  after  spending  the  night  with  his  homeless  parents  in  a  car  in  New 
Britain,  Conn.  Three  homeless  people  died  in  the  South. 

Near  Washington,  D.C.,  the  Woodrow  Wilson  Bridge  across  the  Potomac 
on  Interstate  95  was  closed  for  more  than  12  hours,  causing  heavy  traffic 
tie-ups,  until  Thursday  afternoon  because  snow  plows  were  unable  to  maneu¬ 
ver  around  hundreds  of  abandoned  vehicles.  Maryland  state  police  reported 
towing  150  vehicles. 

Freezing  temperatures  gripped  the  South  early  Thursday.  Eight  cities  or 
towns  from  Texas  to  Virginia  broke  or  tied  their  low  temperature  record  for 
the  day. 

In  Boston,  weather  service  officials  said  the  storm,  driven  by  winds  up  to  50 
mph,  dumped  almost  a  foot  of  snow  in  the  western  suburb  of  Marlboro. 

Alzheimer's  may  begin  early  in  life 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Alzheimer’s  disease  usually  is  diagnosed  among 
the  elderly,  but  a  Florida  researcher  says  his  studies  with  laboratory  rats 
show  the  process  of  mental  decline  may  start  during  the  vigorous  years  of 
early  adulthood. 

Gary  W.  Arendash,  a  scientist  at  the  University  of  South  Florida,  said  the 
long-term  effect  of  chemical  lesions  on  specific  brain  sites  in  rats  resulted  after 
14  months  in  physical  and  mental  symptoms  that  mimic  those  of  Alzheimer’s 
disease  in  humans. 

He  said  the  rats,  because  of  their  compressed  life  expectancy  when  com¬ 
pared  with  humans,  developed  the  full-blown  Alzheimer’s  symptoms  in  what 
to  them  would  be  an  advanced  age. 

“This  may  suggest  that  the  destructive  changes  in  Alzheimer’s  may  be 
under 'way' for  several  decades’ before  memory  loss  or  other  symptoms  are 
evident,”  Arendash  said. This  means  the  disease,  detected  sixth  decade  of  life, 
may  be  the  result  of  a  much  earlier  process. 

Ruptured  gas  line  slows  morning  traffic 

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  A  ruptured  natural  gas  line  spewed  potentially 
explosive  vapors  for  2  and  one-half  hours  Thursday,  snarling  morning  rush- 
hour  traffic  along  a  primary  interstate  exchange  before  crews  repaired  it, 
authorities  said. 

The  gas  leak,  reported  at  7:30  a.m.,  was  shut  off  by  10  a.m.  and  Mountain 
Fuel  Supply  Co.  workers  completed  repairs  by  noon.  However,  repair  work  on 
an  adjacent  broken  water  line  took  until  2  p.m.,  said  Mountain  Fuel 
spokeswoman  Louise  Jacobsen. 

Salt  Lake  City  Chief  Fire  Dispatcher  Jerry  Evans  said  traffic  had  been 
allowed  to  resume  along  Redwood  Road,  which  had  been  closed  from  2100 
South  to  2200  South  earlier. 

“Everything’s  back  to  normal,”  he  said. 

Closure  of  the  road,  located  where  several  interstates  and  arterials  con¬ 
verge,  had  backed  up  motorists  coming  to  wrork  in  the  city  for  several  miles. 

Repair  of  the  6-inch  gas  line  took  longer  than  usual  because  the  pipe  was 
made  of  stainless  steel  rather  than  plastic,  Evans  said.  Fire  Capt.  Gordon 
Nicholl  said  that  at  no  time  during  the  gas  leak  was  there  a  danger  of  explosion. 


Death  sentence  appeal 
responded  to  by  state 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  — 
William  Andrews’  claim  that  he  was 
convicted  and  sentenced  to  death  13 
years  ago  because  of  racial  prejudice 
is  based  on  misstatements  and  con¬ 
tentions  disproved  by  the  record,  the 
state  argues  in  a  brief  to  the  U.S. 
Supreme  Court. 

The  brief  sent  by  Assistant  Attor¬ 
ney  General  Earl  Dorius  late  Tuesday 
was  in  response  to  Andrews’  third  ap¬ 
peal  to  the  Supreme  Court. 

Prosecutors  believe  that  if  the 
court  refuses  to  hear  the  appeal,  An¬ 
drews  could  be  executed  by  lethal  in¬ 
jection  early  next  year. 

Dorius  said  Andrews’  attorney, 
Timothy  Ford,  raises  numerous  new 
issues,  sometimes  misstating 
statutes  and  facts  of  the  case. 

“He’s  making  everything  he  can 
think  of  into  a  racial  issue  really  for 
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prevent  teen  pregnancy,”  explained 
Rees.  “But  we  also  hope  to  discourage 
or  prevent  early  sexual  activity.”

He  then 
collapsed  and  was  taken  to  Utah  Val¬ 
ley  Regional  Medical  Center  where 
he  was  pronounced  dead.  An  autopsy 
was  conducted  and  the  coronary  re¬ 
port  listed  no  reason  for  death.

According  to  LDS  Bishop  Kenneth 
Anderson,  Beckstrand  was  in  excel¬ 
lent  physical  condition.  He  added  that 
Beckstrand  had  been  lifting  weights 
prior  to  the  incident.

The  world  premiere  of  an  “up  and  coming”  composer’s 
Utah-inspired  work  will  be  featured  at  the  Utah  Sym¬ 
phony’s  concert  Saturday  at  BYU,  according  to  a  recent 
press  release. 

David  Froom,  assistant  professor  of  composition  and 
theory  at  the  University  of  Utah,  “wrote  this  piece  and 
dedicated  it  to  Joseph  Silverstein  and  the  symphony,”  said 
publicist  Robin  Purvin. 

The  premiere’s  title,  “Down  to  A  Sunless  Sea:  A  Rhap¬ 
sody  for  String  Orchestra,”  was  taken  from  Samuel  Tay¬ 
lor  Coleridge’s  poem  “Kubla  Khan.”  Because  the  poem’s 
opening  stanza  “evokes  a  sense  of  mystery  which  I  was 
trying  to  evoke  in  my  music,”  said  Froom. 

According  to  Froom,  parts  of  the  poem  also  “bring  to 
mind  ...  the  feeling  I  get  when  I’m  standing  in,  say  Little 
Cottonwood  Canyon,”  and  see  the  river  “crashing  down  to 
the  Great  Salt  Lake,”  he  said. 


His  music  is  performed  about  five  to  10  times  a  year 
“throughout  the  United  States  and  some  in  Europe.” 

Besides  F room’s  premiere,  Schubert's  Rondo  in  A  ma¬ 
jor  for  violin  and  strings,  Dvorak’s  Romance  in  F  minor 
for  violin  and  orchestra  will  be  performed  on  Saturday. 

Haydn’s  Violin  Concerto  No.  3  in  A  major  will  be  fea¬ 
tured  as  well. 

Maestro  Silverstein  will  be  solo  violinist  for  each,  said 
Purvin. 

The  last  work,  Haydn’s  Trumpet  Concerto  in  E  flat 
major,  will  feature  Edmund  Cord,  principal  trumpet  in 
the  symphony.  “It’s  a  big  showpiece,”  said  Purvin. 

This  concert,  part  of  a  series  the  symphony  does  at 
BYU,  is  one  of  the  10  to  12  performances  they  give  each 
year. 

“We  have  a  particular  mandate  to  travel  through  this 
part  of  the  country,”  said  Purvin. 

She  also  added  that  the  the  Utah  Symphony  has  gone  on 
only  six  international  tours  during  the  “40  some  odd 
years”  it  has  been  in  existence.

The  BYU  Singers  and  the  Concert 
Choir  will  present  “An  Autumn 
Evening  of  Song”  on  Nov.  13  at  7:30 
p.m.  in  the  de  Jong  Concert  Hall, 
HFAC. 

According  to  a  press  release,  the 
concert  will  allow  the  groups  to 
“present  a  full  spectrum  of  fine  music 
from  the  late  renaissance  era  through 
today’s  music.”

Disaster  preceded  by  complacency 

NASA  tightened  since  shuttle  explosion ,  says  director 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)—  NASA  Administra¬ 
tor  James  Fletcher  says  the  space  agency  was  com¬ 
placent  and  its  management  disrupted  by  person¬ 
nel  turnovers  in  the  months  prior  to  the  Challenger 
disaster. 

Fletcher,  in  a  University  of  Utah  address,  said 
neither  problem  was  directly  to  blame  for  the  Jan. 
28,  1986,  explosion  that  destroyed  the  Challenger 
and  killed  its  seven-member  crew.  But  he  said  the 
investigation  that  followed  the  tragedy  has  pro¬ 
duced  a  stronger  space  program. 

“There  was  complacency  that  had  leaked  in.  We 
have  tightened  up  the  organization.  We  replaced  a 
lot  of  people,”  Fletcher  said.  “Nobody  left  that  we 
didn’t  encourage  to  leave.” 


Fletcher,  a  former  president  of  the  University  of 
Utah,  said  new  directors  had  been  appointed  at  five 
of  NASA’s  nine  space  centers. 

Fletcher  listed  the  personnel  changes  as  one  of 
two  major  steps  taken  to  improve  NASA  since  he 
was  appointed  to  lead  the  agency  following  the 
Challenger  explosion. 

The  other,  he  said,  involved  more  than  200  tech¬ 
nical  changes  in  the  shuttle  and  its  solid-fuel 
booster  rockets,  including  the  redesign  of  the  joints 
that  connect  the  booster’s  four  segments. 

A  presidential  commission  blamed  the  disaster 
on  a  faulty  booster  joint  that  allowed  hot  gases  to 
leak  from  the  rocket  and  ignite  the  shuttle’s  main 
fuel  tank. 


Fletcher  said  all  but  one  of  the  changes  have 
been  implemented,  although  not  all  have  been  fully 
tested. 

The  change  still  incomplete  is  the  installation  of 
an  escape  system  in  the  shuttle  itself. 

NASA  officials  have  not  decided  whether  to 
have  the  escape  system  in  place  for  the  shuttle’s 
next  flight,  tentatively  scheduled  for  June  1988, 
Fletcher  said. 

Fletcher,  who  directed  NASA  from  1971  to 
1977,  was  called  back  to  the  agency  in  the  weeks 
that  followed  the  Challenger  disaster.  He  said  he 
initially  refused,  but  was  persuaded  to  accept  the 
job  after  receiving  a  personal  call  from  President 
Reagan. 


Defense  rests  case  for  two  in  Berg  trial 


DENVER  (AP)  —  Defense  attor¬ 
neys  on  Thursday  attempted  to  dis¬ 
credit  the  testimony  of  defendant 
Jean  Craig’s  daughter,  Zillah  Craig, 
as  the  trial  of  four  people  accused  in 
the  1984  slaying  of  controversial  radio 
talk  show  host  Alan  Berg  continued  in 
federal  court  . 

Marie  Craig,  formerly  of  Laramie, 
Wyo. ,  said  if  her  granddaughter,  Zil¬ 
lah  Craig,  told  the  jury  she  loved  her 
mother,  “I  would  have  to  say  it  was  a 
lie.” 

Zillah  Craig  had  testified  last  week 
that  her  lover,  the  late  Order  leader 


Robert  Mathews,  told  her  of  a  plot  by 
his  white  supremacist  group  to  kill 
Berg  and  that  he  planned  to  send  her 
mother,  Jean  Craig,  to  Denver  to  trail 
Berg. 

Zillah  Craig  had  told  the  jury  that 
despite  her  damaging  testimony,  she 
loved  her  mother.  But  Marie  Craig 
said  her  granddaughter  “very  often 
expressed  hatred  for  her  mother”  as 
she  was  growing  up.  She  also  testified 
that  Zillah  suffered  depression,  once 
threatened  to  kill  herself  and  was 
placed  in  a  state  hospital  when  she 
was  17. 


Defense  attorneys  for  Jean  Craig 
and  David  Lane  rested  their  cases 
early  Thursday  afternoon,  but  testi¬ 
mony  for  defendants  Richard  Scutari 
and  Bruce  Pierce  continued. 

The  four  are  members  of  The  Order 
and  are  charged  with  violating  the 
civil  rights  of  Berg,  50,  by  killing  him. 
There  is  no  murder  charge  in  federal 
statutes.  They  all  are  serving  federal 
racketeering  sentences  stemming 
from  a  1985  trial  in  Seattle. 

Authorities  have  identified 
Mathews  as  the  fifth  member  of  the 
team  that  killed  Berg. 


He  died  Dec.  8,  1984,  following  a 
standoff  with  authorities  after  an  illu¬ 
mination  flare  ignited  his  hideout  at 
Whidbey  Island,  Wash. 

The  grandmother  said  Thursday 
she  had  taken  care  of  Zillah  Craig  fre¬ 
quently  from  the  time  she  was  seven 
months  old  until  after  Zillah  Craig 
bore  Mathews’  child. 

Defense  attorneys  spent  Thursday 
afternoon  attempting  to  show  that 
witnesses  could  not  positively  iden¬ 
tify  men  they  saw  near  Berg’s  condo¬ 
minium  prior  to  this  killing  as  being 
the  defendants  in  the  trial.

“According  to  the  control  panel 
board,  we  have  a  fire  in  the  building-, 
we  just  don’t  know  where  it  is,”  said 
Randy  Olsen,  assistant  librarian. 

The  security  officers  searched  the 
remainder  of  the  library  and  smelled 
smoke  on  the  fourth  and  fifth  floors 
and  on  the  ground  level  at  the  outside, 
northeast  corner  of  the  building. 

The  cause  of  the  incident  was  a 
melted  ballast,  the  starter  of  a  fluo¬ 
rescent  light. 

“We  lifted  a  ballast  in  the  library 
science  lab  and  discovered  it  had 
melted.  Once  the  electrician  discon¬ 
nected  that,  everything  reprogram¬ 
med,  the  smoke  alarms  reset  them¬ 
selves,  and  everything’s  fine,”  said 
Haybron  Adams,  reference  librarian. 

The  smell  of  smoke  was  carried  to 
the  fourth  and  fifth  levels  through  the 
air  conditioning  system. 

Library  workers  collected  personal 
belongings  left  behind  during  the 
evacuation  and  returned  them  after 
the  owners  identified  the  articles  and 
the  floor  where  their  items  were  left. 

Articles  left  behind  can  be  claimed 
at  the  general  reference  desk  on  the 
main  level  until  Monday. 

The  library  reopened  at  7:12  p.m., 
but  security  officers  remained  behind 
to  insure  the  return  of  belongings  to 
their  proper  owners.
